Good  Morning, 

I wanted  to  let  you  know  that  I believe  we  have  $600k  removal  Navajo  Removal  AOA  and 
$250k  pipeline  money  available  for  other  superfund  projects.  As  you  recall  back  in  early 
June  Harry  Allen  and  I came  up  with  some  estimates  of  how  much  Navajo  AoA  (Removal 
money)  would  be  used  by  the  end  of  the  2015  fiscal  year.  We  also  provided  an  estimate  of 
how  much  may  be  available  to  use  for  other  superfund  removal  activities  (approximately 
$400k).  As  we  approach  internal  and  external  deadlines  for  obligating  funds,  I wanted  to 
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provide  you  with  an  update  of  our  estimates.  The  Table  below  documents  the  June 
estimates  and  vs.  today’s  estimates

The  biggest  impacts  or  changes  to  our  June  estimate  are  the  Navajo  grant  funding  and  the 
Cameron  removal  action.  In  June  we  estimated  that  we  would  need  $483k  for  the  PA/SI 
grant  and  $300k  for  a structure  replacement  in  Cameron,  A Z.  Since  the  Navajo  Superfund 
program  has  not  submitted  a grant  application  for  2016  (Due  July  31),  and  there  has  been  no 
estimate  from  them  on  when  they  will  submit  an  application,  I recommend  that  we  do  not 
hold  onto  the  money.  Since  the  Cameron  removal  action  has  no  draft  action  memo  and  the 
concurrence  process  alone  is  estimated  to  be  3 weeks,  I recommend  that  we  do  not  hold  on 
to  the  money.  Based  on  these  two  recommendations  and  the  other  changes  in  the  needs  for 
Navajo  AoA,  I estimate  that  there  is  $600,000  available  for  other  superfund  removal 
actions. 


The  Navajo  Superfund  program  has  not  submitted  an  application  for  the  MSCA  grant.  If 
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we  assume  that,  like  the  PA/SI  grant,  we  will  not  use  FY15  monies  to  fund  for  last  minute 
application,  then  $250k  of  pipeline  money  is  also  available  to  be  used  for  other  superfund 
remedial  sites.
